SKI  CLUB 


TATTERSALLS  SKI  CLUB 
CROSS-COUNTRY  TOUR

During  a  recent  Ski  Club  week  at 
Roslyn  Lodge,  Thredbo,  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  introducing  Ski  Club 
officials  Bas  Phillips  and  Ken  Finn  to 
the  wonderful  experience  of  cross¬ 
country  ski-ing. 

For  the  chairlife  enslaved  downhill 
skier  cross-country  ski-ing  opens  up 
another  world.  The  world  of  rocky 
peaks  and  the  rugged  terrain  of  the 
western  side  of  the  Australian  Alps; 
the  world  of  long,  steep  slopes  of 
virgin,  gleaming  snows  seldom  marked 
by  the  tracks  of  other  skiers  -  and 
never  a  mogul  in  sight!  A  peaceful, 
quiet,  unspoilt  world. 

We  set  off  from  the  top  of.the  chair¬ 
lift  in  a  westerly  direction,  climbing 
steadily  and  easily  on  our  light  as  a 
feather  special  skis,  our  boots,  no 
heavier  than  running  shoes,  held  to 
the  skis  by  a  few  ounces  of  metal  at 
the  toe.  What  a  relief  from  the  stiff, 
heavy  downhill  gear,  what  freedom: 
the  freedom  of  a  bird  in  flight,  of  a 
chamoix  bounding  from  rock  to  rock! 

We  climbed  to  snowy  saddles, 
skirted  round  rocky  tors,  glided  down 
long  slopes;  the  swish  of  our  skis 
was  the  only  sound  to  disturb  the 
stillness  of  the  mountain  tops.  We 
were  heading  for  Ramshead,  one  of 
the  highest  points  on  the  Alps.  A  last 
stiff  pinch  on  some  icy  crust  and  there 
we  were  with  magnificent  views  on  all 
sides.  To  the  west  the  countless  ridges 
of  the  Victorian  Alps,  each  ridge 
outlined  in  mist  like  a  Japanese 
painting.  To  the  north  Mt.  Kosciusko; 
to  the  south  the  rocky  pile  of  South 
Ramshead,  our  destination. 

We  lunched  on  the  way  there, 
perched  like  the  proverbial  shags  on  a 
rock,  looking  down  into  the  deep 
valley  of  Leatherbarrel  Creek.  On  our 
return  we  followed  a  more  southerly 
route,  overlooking  Dead  Horse  Gap 
and  theCrakenback  River. 

One  last  long  swoop  on  crystallized 
snow  and  we  were  back  at  Top  Station 
above  Thredbo  Village,  tired,  happy 
and  exhilarated.  The  ranks  of  cross¬ 
country  skiers  now  numbers  two  more 
enthusiastic  converts.
